GOURSES 


EXPLANATION OF NOMENCLATURE. 


The digit in ten’s place following the name of a course 
represents in general, the year of the curriculum in which the 
course is offered, while the digit in unit’s place represents the 
term in which the subject is given. 


R means that the course is required, and E that it is elec- 
tive. The fraction 1, means the work is carried for one-half 
term. 


Thus, Algebra 12R signifies Algebra, required, first year, 
winter term. General Physics 31R signifies General Physics, 
required, third year, fall term. Latin 53E means Latin, elec- 
tive, fifth year, spring term. Drawing 11R, 12R14 means that 
Drawing is given the first year, the entire fall term, and half 
of the winter term (granting one and one-half credits). 


A subject which is listed with three numbers on one line, 
like Rhetoric 21R, 22R, 283R means that it is required through- 
out the year, or three terms. Psychology 41R,42R means that 
Psychology is required in fall and winter, the fourth year.

SCHOOL GRADUATES—FIFTEEN CREDITS 


Leads to Second Grade Professional Certificates. 


This course is the same as the fourth year of the five year 
-course. 


THE TWO YEAR ADVANCED COURSE FOR HIGH 
SCHOOL GRADUATES—THIRTY CREDITS 


Leads to Second Grade Professional and Life Certificates. 


This course is the same as the fourth and fifth years of five 
-year course. 


COLLEGE SUBJECTS 


High school graduates, or students who have completed 
-work equivalent to a high school course, and who do not care 
-to take advanced normal work in order, may take one or two 
years’ college work selected with direct reference to the work 
offered by colleges and universities in the freshman and sopho- 
more years in the general college courses. This college work 
-at the normal school will be accredited by colleges proper and 
universities. 


Students desiring to take subjects for college credits Should 
-consult the faculty advisor to ascertain what subjects to take 
_and the number of hours credit that can be earned. The large 
number of electives offered in the fourth and fifth year of the 
five year advanced course makes very easy a general arrange- 
ment of studies for college freshmen and Se AO doing 
~work- at the Mayville Normal.

THE COMMERCIAL COURSE 


Commercial subjects are listed as electives. A student 
by combining a number of such subjects can pursue a com- 
mercial course of study to suit his needs, so that he, meeting 
other requisites, may even obtain a Commercial Certificate 
from the State Department and thus be entitled to teach 
commercial subjects in a High School. 


THE THREE-YEAR RURAL COURSE OR HIGH 
SCHOOL COURSE 
Forty-Five Credits 
Open to pupils who are Highth Grade Graduates. 
Leads to the HKlementary Certificate. 
Holders of the certificate of completion issued by the May- 
ville State Normal School to those who complete the high school 


course for eighth grade graduates will be granted first grade 
elementary certificates after eight months of successful teach- 


ing experence provided they are twenty years of age.

NOTE—A student who has been taking a year of foreign 
language in high school will be admitted to the course in the 
corresponding language in the middle of the winter term, or 
to 42 E., since a year of language in high school goes only as 
far as one-half year in college. 


If a student has had two years of a foreign language in 
high school or academy he can continue the study of this 
language by taking the 51 E course at the Normal School. 


A third year student taking up a foreign language without 
having had any previous preparation in it may take the 41E- 
426-43 course, but the credits which he, as all others doing 
work of a high school nature, will get, are high school credits 
unless he is able to carry the college load. 


What obtains in regard to language will obtain also in re- 
gard to other one-year or one-half year subjects. 


In order to receive credits in a foreign language, at least one 
year must be taken. Beyond the first year each term will be 
recognized. In other subjects there is greater latitude in the 
time element.

To meet the demands of teachers and others who are un- 
able to attend the regular terms of an educational institution, 
the State Normal School at Mayville, in order to be of the 
greatest service to the people of the State and to extend edu- 
cational opportunity, offers to conduct Extension Work as fol- 
lows: 


FIRST‘—TYPES OF EXTENSION WORK. 


1. Study Centers. Class work conducted in one’s own 
locality. 

Correspondence. 

Residence. Class work to be conducted in the State 
Normal School. 

4, Addresses and entertainments. 


SECOND.—MEANS OF EXTENSION WORK: 


1. Study centers will be established in any community 
where five or more persons express a desire to pursue the same 
course, an instructor from the State Normal School at May- 
ville will be sent to conduct the course. A study center shall 
meet at stated times agreeable to the group and the instructor. 

2. Correspondence courses will be sent out to individuals 
registering for the same, in outline or question form. The stu- 
dent shall make the necessary reports as required by the in- 
structor and shall pass an examination in the subject before 
some designated school official or some other responsible per- 
son. 

3. Residence extension work will be carried on for a rea- 
sonable number of students expressing a desire for such. The 
committee suggests that the instructor decides the number for 
which a class should be organized. Such a class may meet any 
evening of the week or on Saturdays. 

4. Lecturers and entertainers will be sent out where their 
services are requested and arranged for in advance. Such ar- 
rangements must be made through the President of the School. 


THIRD :—CREDITS. 


Full credit shall be given for courses completed as outlined 
in the general catalog of the school; the number of credits are 
limited, as stated later. 

The credit is given when the instructor has reported the 
final standings, which must be 75 per cent or above, to the 
Registrar; and when all fees, postage, etc., have been paid. 

The grades are entered on the permanent records of the 
school, and record slips are mailed to the student. The Corres- 
pondence credits have the same value as those secured by resi- 
dent study and are accepted by the State Department of Edu- 


goby 
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cation toward the securing of certificates in the same manner 
as credits secured by residence. 

A student properly registered for correspondence work 
establishes an official residence in the State Normal School. 


FOURTH :—COURSES OFFERED. 


Write to the Extension Department, State Normal School, 
Mayville, N. D., for Bulletin No. 15, on Extension Work. 


FIFTH :—EXPENSE. 


A fee of $8.00 for each one credit course must accompany 
the registration blank. The student is to purchase the required 
textbooks. Books of reference may be secured from the school 
and postage on the same, both ways, must be paid by the stu- 
dent. A study Center must bear all expenses incurred by its 
organization. 


SIXTH:—TERM OF STUDY. 


All courses must be completed within one year from date of 
registration, if credit is expected. 


SEVENTH :—AMOUNT OF WORK ALLOWED. 


No student shall be permitted to register for more than two 
units of work at any one time, and it is recommended that stu- 
dents register for only one unit. 


EIGHTH :—NUMBER OF CREDITS ACCEPTED BY THE 
NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The number of credits earned by means of extension work 
and accepted towards graduation shall not exceed one-fourth 
of the total credits required for the Normal School Diploma.
